ood is one of the oldest and most commonly used 
building materials and one which, with proper use 
and care, becomes even more beautiful with age. 
Note, for example, that Japanese timber structures are still 
handsome—and in good condition—after a thousand years. 
Even after three centuries, Americans are still enchanted 
with the straightforward architectural statements of our 
ancestors, whose house designs were influenced by lumber 
procured on, or near, the house site. Although such condi- 
tions produced few variations in lumber usage, these limita- 
tions inspired continual inventiveness and resulted in a car- 
pentry craftsmanship, which we now consider historic. 
Currently, the furious growth of our population and the 
need for housing for all segments of it has been a cause of in- 
tense competition among producers of building materials. 
On one hand, whole new industries have been created, pro- 
ducing new materials and products with little, or no, his- 
torical background. On the other hand, older industries have 
instituted research projects that have resulted in new and 
improved products and ways to use them. Thus, wood, the 
ancient material, has become a new, modern material. 
Much of the timber supply is reconstructed into new prod- 
ucts—such as plywood, hardboard, paperboard—and into 
lumber that is manufactured to exacting quality and end-use 
requirements. Now, wood and wood products in themselves 
have become tools of the architect in establishing a system of 
construction that may be compiled into the design inter- 
pretation he seeks, either in the aesthetics and human values 
of the individual family’s personalized house or the more gen- 
eral character of the prefabricated house structure. 
Someone has said that more than thirty thousand building 
parts and pieces go into the conventional frame house. In our 
dedication to progress and need for mass production econo- 
mies, we are concerned with reducing these pieces to basic 
components—namely, supporting members, floor, roof and 
walls. Consequently, after a look at the exterior of the wood 
products research house, we shall examine the tools that in- 
dustry, through technical development, has provided and 
then see how the architect has employed these tools in the 
evolution of his design, establishing a new expression of the 
beauty, warmth and romance of the basic material. Now turn

Four wood columns: For any site condition, this house requires only four 
footings. Upon each is placed a laminated wood column and, as cross mem- 
bers, a pair of laminated wood beams. The only supports for the house are 
these columns and beams. The columns are \-shaped, strong and efficient; 
they're made by laminating vertic al pieces loge ther. Because of their use, 
the house adjusts easily to site conditions—it can be built lower for flat 


sites or raised higher for steeper grades—and requires little excavation 





Walls do not support roof weight; they merely enclose space. This al- 
lows great freedom in selec ting the materials to be used, their thickness. 
what windows to use, the size of the walls—even where they are to be 
placed, both for the inside and outside of the house! This exterior view 
shows how two stock windows (one above the other) were combined with 
cedar panels to provide an over-all exterior design that emphasizes deli- 
cacy, vertical lines and interesting texture. All panels were assembled on 
the site from prefabricated and precut sections and are supported by un-

The house design: 


A composition in form, 


material and site 


fou have seen the structural anatomy of the house and 
now, you may ask, what does such invention add up to? In 
a practic al sense, it minimizes diverse and costly site prob- 
lems by permitting minimal support for mass enclosure of 
space. It points to new vistas of prefabrication: structural 
units can be standardized, but their assembly into widely 
diversified designs will be limited only by the architect's 
imagination. Aesthetically, the architect has developed a 
new sculptural form in wood. The house appears to float 
inspace, an intentional illusion eminently compatible with 
its wooded site. Adapting the materials and, more subtly, 
the form of a tree. the house seems to reach up and to grow. 
It is alive with light, shadow, interplay and always variety, 
radiating all the virtues associated with the touch, the 
sight, the warmth of wood. Consider the wall panels: ran- 
dom lengths of lumber were joined—end to end and side 
by side—to form composite panels. These were scored for 
further textural variety and then stained to suggest the 
color of living wood. The architect’s very love of his me- 
dium and understanding of his tools as such emerged to 
add still another dimension—a meticulous design theme 
Which the casual observer might superficially characterize 
ascharm. A reference to the composition on the left points 
up the significant fact that wood and wood parts manu- 
factured with scientific precision, composed by the archi- 
tect and employed by the builder eloquently express a 
consistent refinement in house structure within the bound- 


aries of sound and thoughtful home economy.

The entrance bridge, a graceful, practical solution to spanning the down-slope of the site 
between street and house, creates an interesting design pattern with a turn to the right and, 
on the left, a stair to ground level.

Here is how space in the hands of a 


talented architect can be tailored to the 


physical and aesthetic needs of a family 


Now let us evaluate the advantages of the structural system in 
relation to the organization of interior space. Exterior walls en- 
close 1,600 square feet of floor space in the shape of a 40-foot 
square. The four supporting columns are the only fixed mem- 
bers in the entire space, thus allowing complete freedom in 
designating areas amenable to the requirements of a particular 
family. Architect Kirk, with a family of four in mind, has or- 
ganized the space superbly, avoiding the monotony and trite- 
ness so difficult to exclude from the average, small-house plan. 
In fact, we might regard his plan as a tribute to the dignity of 
family living—by providing distinet and individual privacy 
in more-than-adequate proportion to family group activities. 

The entry hall establishes immediate direction and traffic 
circulation to each of the three major areas of the house. The 
central section (area A) extends from the front of the house. 
through the center and to the back which, in turn, is continued 
by the rear deck. Included in this activity area are the family 
room (with its associated utility room), the kitchen and living 
room. At the right of the entry hall is the children’s wing 
(area B) which contains two bedrooms separated by com- 
partmentalized bath and toilet facilities. Note the privacy and 
separation of this wing! On the left of the house, with its own 
hall, is the master suite (area C). Here, again, a compartmented 
bathroom gives the comfort and convenience of a dressing room. 

This orderly planning of space—dividing the house into three 
areas—not only provides free and convenient circulation of 
traffic, but also maintains the privacy for each area from the 
others. And we may note the consistency in planning through 
still another facet: windows, which define the four corners of 
the house, provide controlled, draft-free ventilation, yet leave 
large areas of unbroken wall space for easy furniture placement. 
The effectiveness of the plan and the subtlety of its accomplish- 


ment add up to the sum of a totally satisfying house.

The collaborative efforts of the architect and interior 
designer are evident throughout the house, and al- 
though a quick review of the interior reveals a pleas- 
ing eclecticism in each area, the relationship is per- 
haps best established in the formal living room. Here, 
particularly, the furniture and the way it is arranged 
express and echo the architectural concept. In oiled 
teak, each piece blends harmoniously with the other 
woods predominant in the house, yet there has been 
no attempt to “match” wood for wood. Equally 
subtle is the relationship between the living room and 
its adjoining deck: the vastly different elements of 
indoor and outdoor living are fused in such a way 
that, looking in or looking out, one senses the quality 


and complete rapport that is a result of total design. 


The signature of color and texture personalizes each area of 
the house: here it springs from pungent accents of “sun” colors, 
gold, orange and crimson; from the variance of weave in the up- 
holstery fabrics; from a linen drapery with an open weft to permit 
the filtering of light More than thirty different fabrics appear in 
the house, all of them so perfectly correlated that when viewed

Figuratively speaking, this is an arboreal house— an analogy made 
even pleasanter by the aerial quality of the rear deck.

Although it is an extension of the living room, and 
a sizable one (about 400 square feet), it has a definite identity of its 
own and the same refinement of craftsmanship that gives the entire 
structure its air of being a fine piece of « abinetry.

One of the more ticklish problems of the small 
home is the question of privacy: how, in a modi- 
cum of space, can members of a family tread an 
individualistic path when they feel like it? To 
architect Kirk, the “parental” solution lay in an 
apartment of bedroom, dressing room and bath. 
Here, within the none-too-opulent limits of 280 
square feet, he designed an ivory tower for 
adults alone. Smoothly obliging in its ease of cir- 
culation- bath units form an island between 
bedroom and dressing room-—it permits simul-

esearch of a material and ultimately of a house also 
becomes a search for people—people who are ex- 
perts in their profession, but also people who 
will go a step, or many steps, farther to explore 
the possibilities of improving what we have and in- 
terpreting what we seek. Not every builder jumps 
at the opportunity to build a new house and still 
fewer can become interested in a house that ex- 
plores new methods and forms. An outstanding ex- 
ception to the rule is the builder of the wood re- 
search house, Eric Pearson. But, then, Mr. Pearson 
is an exceptional man. 
he son of a general contractor who insisted that his 
son learn all the trades of the business, he started 
in the construction field at the age of twelve, and a 
vaguely verified rumor goes that he was stark broke 
at the ripe old age of fourteen. By his early twen- 
ties, however, he had become known as the boy 
wonder of the construction business, bidding on 
and getting multimillion-dollar contracts. He bid 
against his father on many jobs and usually was 
low-bidder, for he used all his parent’s equipment, 
from saws to cement mixers! After service in the 
air force, Eric Pearson returned to building. He 
was among the first to start component-part manu- 
facturing at the job site, a system that was used 
extensively on the wood house. He opened his own 
contracting firm in Seattle in 1946 and is now one 
of the largest custom-home builders in the North- 
west, billing that is easily substantiated by Mr. 
Pearson's very presence—he stands 6/5” tall! His 
brothers, Art and John, work in association with 
him, and the concept of the wood house, to be built 
in the kind of timberland region in which they, 
themselves, had grown up, caught the imagination 
of all three.

An aesthetic and intuitive designer,

Paul Hayden Kirk is practically synonymous with the Pacific North- 
west (where he and his associates have their firm in Seattle) and with 
wood as a building material. Mr. Kirk, who is hesitant to verbalize 
his design intent (or accomplishment), feels that his buildings, them- 
selves, are his statement. And, indeed, each conveys a beautifully 
recurrent theme—that of a highly refined taste which echoes the 
spirit of the man himself. Paul Kirk tries to refine everything around 
him into aesthetic enjoyment—whether a church he has built, his 
own recently completed office, his relationship with staff m “rs 
who gather « a week just to talk architecture) or his neighbor's 
barn (which he just couldn't help but design). “To go into one of 
Paul's buildings,” a colleague has observed, “is like being able to get 
inside pleasure.” Actually, Paul Kirk has a sculptural approach to 
design, emphasizing subtle relationships, form, texture. Now, with 
the wood research house, he moves from structures that depict his 
appreciation for wood in a natural state to the still-broader horizon 
where new dimensions in beauty become possible with manufac- 
tured wood. These new materials add up to a new look, new oppor- 
tunity and a new need for still greater ingenuity. That Paul Kirk has 
an enormous reserve to draw on is evident from the wood research 
house. The sketch (opposite) is an artist's interpretation of just a few 
variations that are possible from its four structural elements 
columns, roof, walls, floors. Together, they may help to solve the ur- 
gent ne of the mass residential market: The columns, by obviating 
foundations and by fitting either hillside or level site, could help to 
reduce costs. The variety that is possible, due to the flexibility in 
combining the basic components ay well resolve the other major 
problem of tract building—monotony. Thus, Paul Kirk’s house is 
not only significant architecture in its own right, but it may also

The pattern and beauty in prosaic things were brought into 
close focus. And, almost unwittingly, an emotional dimension 
came into their work. For the objects in a collage are not im- 
personal elements like a white square or a swath of paint: a bus 
ticket is a bus ticket; a silk stocking has a history; a piece of 
driftwood has sailed the seas. Each evokes a mood, triggers an 
emotion, Even an abstract shape of shiny red satin st 
something quite different from the same shape cut of old burlap. 
Collage became a many-faced art. Some collagists worked very 
deliberately to create an effect. For instance, Arthur G. Dove 
carefully selected a piece of needle-point, a page from the con- 
cordance, pressed flowers and weather-beaten shingles to form a 
collage entitled Grandmother. Jean Arp. on the other hand, used 
to drop pieces of colored paper and fasten them wherever they 


fell, on the theory that chance was the best designer. 


\ wide variety of materials is used by some collagists. Others 
find that they prefer to stick to a few, like Elizabeth MeFadden 
who creates dreamy lyrical designs from wispy fabries and deli- 
cate papers. A collagist like Estaban Vicente uses bits of red 
paper almost as an abstract painter uses paint and with similar 
results. Robert Motherwell, ori the other hand, frequently in- 
cludes recognizable objects like a soap label or a canceled en- 
velope. 1 hese miscellaneous materials, he feels. are “soaked with 
humanity” and “play the part of words.” 

The wide-ranging experiments of the collagists often have 
been met by hoots and howls. One woman, after viewing an ex- 
hibit of their work, remarked that collage was the “nonsense of 
snobs.” And yet today, collage is used by a growing number of 
serious artists. One hardly can drive down a highway or thumb 
through a magazine without seeing billboard and advertising 
illustrations which have adapted the technique to commercial 
art. And many of the now most familiar cliches of movie-making 
grew out of photo-montage, and early offshoot of collage. Art 
teachers often use collage-making to stimulate the imagination 
of their students, opening their eyes to the shifting effect of line, 


color, balance and rhythm as they arrange their materials. 


For the viewer as well as the artist, collage has a special value: 
it attunes his eye to the beauty and pattern in the commonplace. 
After looking at collages, he will walk down the street with a new 
awareness. Explains Dr. William C. Seitz, an associate curator 
of the Museum of Modern Art in New York, which is planning a 
major exhibition of collage and three-dimensional construction 
for next fall: “Through familiarity with the art of collage. the 
layman’s vision is transformed: torn billboards, peeling slum

One of the most illustrious members of his pro- 
fession recently stated that he was irritated to 
the point of exasperation with the term “in- 
terior decorator.”” A good decorator, said he, 
is a designer, and should be known as such. His 
point, we think, is well-made, and double- 
edged. Nomenclature apart, the hills are full of 
“decorators” with far more brass than talent, 
glibly plying their trade, lining their pockets 
and leaving behind them a series of flashy, 
shallow and thoughtless rooms.

“does” something to us. This is understand- 
able; it is what the room is meant to do—to 
please. A keener eye and a cooler kind of judg- 
ment, however, will search for something 
more. Somewhere behind this juxtaposition of 
colors and forms is a controlling logic; nothing 
has “just happened.”

he imagery of spring is universal. For even 

yy, a city-dweller, whose most pastoral exercise 
consists of counting sheep at night, spring's 
symbolism includes green meadowland and _ the 
gamboling thereon of snow-white, newborn lambs. 
On the less poetic plane of culinary imagination, 
spring spells l-a-m-b on the table. The really prae- 
tical homemaker knows, however. that she shouldn't 
wait for daffodils to give her the nod on buying lamb. 

It’s during these winter months that spring-lamb 
prices reach a seasonal low; in spring itself, prices 
go up. This variation is due, of course, to supply. 
Most lambs, true to our imagery. are born in spring 
and summer, marketed in fall and winter. ¥ ou'll do 
well, then, to beat spring to the draw and buy now 

letting chill midwinter spell l-a-m-b on your table. 
To many people, unfortunately, lamb itself doesn’t 
spell much more than c-h-o-p or l-e-g o-f. We've 
taken it upon ourselves to show you how the less 
expensive cuts—riblets, shoulders, shanks—can be 
fixed in the most Lucullan fashion. 

Before taking you into the kitchen, though, we 
want to prepare you for a knowledgeable entry into 
the meat market: In selecting cuts of lamb, look for 
a high proportion of meat to bone and an intermin- 
gling of creamy-white fat with firm, fine-textured 
lean which is pinkish. A smooth covering of fat will 
contribute to succulence; the thin, paperlike, mem- 
branous covering, called the fell, normally doesn’t

passed federal inspection carries a round, purple 
mark on the carcass which attests to wholesome- 
ness. The marking is done with harmless vegetable 
dye and needn't be removed. Government grading, 
on the other hand, is based on quality; the best is 
USDA Prime or USDA Choice. 

Newly-purchased lamb should be wrapped loosely 
in waxed paper or aluminum foil, stored as soon as 
possible in the coldest part of the refrigerator. Chops 
and steaks will keep for two or three days, and 
roasts even longer, but cubed or ground meat and 
variety cuts should be used a day or two after you've 
bought them. For maximum juiciness and minimum 
shrinkage, the meat should be cooked at a relative- 
ly low temperature—300° to 325° F. for roasting 
and a bare simmer for cooking in liquid. If the fell 
is left on a leg roast, shrinkage will be lessened, but 
it should be removed from steaks, chops and cutlets 
if the butcher hasn't already done this. 

Two final caveats: lamb should never be over- 
cooked— it’s at its best when it’s a little pink on the 
inside. And always serve it either really hot or really 


cold—lukewarm lamb is pure sacrilege.
